killed another 400 Indians in the 
continuing clashes. 


In Dacca, the Pakistani army 


said Indian troops used Soviet- 
made tanks in an attack on 


Pachagarh in the northern 
sector but were repulsed with 
"heavy losses." 


A Pakistani army spokesman 


said fighting also continued in 
the east near Comilla, in the 
northeast at Sylhet and in the 
north at Dinajpur. 


Two Indian divisions, three 


armored regiments and several 
artillery units were involved, he 


said, adding that two Indian

King Hussein Names 
Ahmed Lozi New 
Prime Minister 
AMMAN, Jordan (AP) — 
King Hussein named Ahmed 
Lozi today as Jordan’s prime 
m inister 
to 
succeed 
assassinated Wafsi Tell. 
A royal decree said Lozi, 46, 
would rule under the same 
m andate that Tell received 
when he was named by the king 
to head the Cabinet a little more 
than a year ago. 
Tell, slain in Cairo Sunday, 
was an unrelenting foe of the 
Palestinian guerrillas who 
opposed Jordan’s monarchy. 
Hussein’s announcement of 
the appointment of Lozi came 
after Tell was buried in the royal 
cemetery in Amman. About 
3,000 persons, many of them 
weeping, attended the state 
funeral. 
Tell died of multiple bullet 
wounds at the entrance to the 
Sheraton Hotel in Cairo.

G ardner said the CH47 
Chinook helicopter carried a 
crew of five and 28 passengers, 
all from the U. S. 101st Airborne 
Division, which is now being 
withdrawn from the Vietnam 
war.It was on a flight Sunday af­ 
ternoon from Da Nang to Phu 
Bai, the headquarters of the 
division 50 miles north of Da 
Nang. Gardner said that 30 
minutes after taking off, the 
pilot radioed he had an 
emergency. 
The helicopter was believed to 
have taken a route over the 
South China sea instead of flying 
over land, Gardner said. At the 
time there were thunderstorms 
and low visibility, the command 
said.

agri-business conglomerates.” 
Even though California—the 
leading agriculture state in 
gross farm income—ranks first 
in the number of farming cor­ 
porations, 
the 
California 


Senator criticized the “giant 
industro-agricultural 
monopolies” philosophy of Butz. 
Cranston said Butz’ views 
indicate a “conflict of sym­ 
pathies”—because 
the 
Department of Agriculture has 
always been the small farm ers’ 
spokesman in government. 
“His long-standing ties with 
industro-agriculture, his ten­ 
dency to equate bigness with 
efficiency, and his philosophy on 
price 
supports, 
supply 
management, 
farmer 
bargaining and cooperatives 
indicates that the rural America 
favored by 
Dr. Butz will 
amount to litttle more than a 
giant food factory.” 
Cranston added, “Decisions 
by 
the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
over 
the

several years will determine the 
future of family farming in 
America. Dr. Butz is not the 
man I want to see making those 
decisions.”

All Colleges Renamed 
,

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 


Reagan says now that the 
legislature has approved the 
change, he wants to see all 19 
state colleges renamed state 
universities 
"as 
soon 
as 


possible." 


But on the eve of today's bill- 


signing ceremony in Reagan's 
office, thei e « as doubt over how 
many state colleges would 
actually change names soon. 


That's because the Coor- 


dinating Council for Higher 
Education has spelled out 
criteria for the ' switch that 
would leave most state colleges 
with their current titles. 


To 
quality 
as 
a 
state 


university, the council says, the 
institution must offer graduate 
work "at the doctoral level in 
three distinct academic areas." 


But Glenn Dumke, state 


colleges chancellor, says all but 
the newest schools qualify 
because 
they 
meet 
the 


traditional test of being a group 
of schools — in liberal arts, 
science 
and 
business 
for 


example — on one campus. 


Reagan said the schools 


deserve the title because of 
teaching excellence. 


"The fact is, the greatness 


they have achieved and the 
prestige they have earned is due 
in large part to the continued 
emphasis they have placed on 


their vital classroom teaching 
role," he said in a prepared 
statement. 


Final legislative passage of 


the bill by Assemblyman E. 
Richard Barnes, R-San Diego, 
came after intensive pro-and- 
con lobbying, with spokesmen 
for the University of California 
arguing the state already has a 
university and the new names 
would create confusion. 


The bill was first introduced in 


1969 but failed to win final ap- 
proval. 


Both Reagan and Assembly 


Speaker Bob Moretti — who 
defended 
the 
bill on 
the 


Assembly floor — argued the 
measure won't change the 
function of the colleges. Op- 
ponents had voiced fears that 
there would be less teaching and 
more research because of the 
switch.

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Curious Ferment In Canada

President Nixon's new economic policy appears to have had 


the effect in Canada of reviving old grievances and developing new 
ones. Many Canadians think the current deterioration in U. S.- 
Canadian relations is dangerous to both sides because it adds to 
already serious resentments. 


Some say it is dangerous to both Canadians and Americans 


because Washington's policies can complicate Canada's internal 
affairs, including the problems revolving about separatist sen- 
timent in French-speaking areas of Canada. In this, they speculate, 
circumstances could evolve tnat eventually could create some 
king-size headaches. 


Peter C. Newman, editor of Maclean's magazine and a 


spokesman for "moderate nationalists," calls the Nixon policy 
"the best thing that has happened to Canadian nationalism in 
years." The Committee for an Independent Canada, of which he is 
a member, seems to have got a hefty push from resentment of U. S. 
policy, because some here detect in the policy a suggestion that 
Canadians must pay an economic price for political independence. 


However, moderate nationalists worry that nationalism may 


have gotten more of a push than it needed. That is, the new 
deterioration of relations could add to a stockpile of ammunition for 
a currently small minority of vocal anti-American elements. In the 
long run they could use such ammunition to give nationalism a 
sharp, radical twist. 


Canada's younger generation reflects resentment of U. S. 


policy as Vietnam makes it appear to youngsters in Canada. It is 
now the more disturbed because of what it calls "super-power 
roulette" exemplified by nuclear tests such as the recent un- 
derground one on Amchitka Island. This was roundly damned in 
advance by Canada's Parliament and through public protests. It is 
becoming clear that the Nixon policy has acted as a sort of 
catalytic agent producing a curious ferment. 


Traditionally, Canada's Conservative party, has had a 


nationalist outlook. The Liberal party has tended to be con- 
tinentalist, a free-trade party. Now, in one sense, politics seems to 
be starting a turnabout: Liberals moving closer to the nationalist 
viewpoint and Conservatives leaning toward continentalism. 


It seems likely in any case that Canada, faces one of the most 


critical periods in 104 years of nationhood. Prime Minister Trudeau 
is likely to call a federal election by June. Some analysts think his 
Liberals are heading into difficulty, in part stemming from wor- 
sening relations with Washington.

to allow a 16 per cent pay raise 


to coal workers reflects a 
serious setback to that body's 
reliability. Many more such 
decisions may force Nixon to 
reevaluate the board's ef- 
fectiveness. 


But these problems can be 


worked out. Nixon is aware they 
exist and is cagey enough to 
head off possible disaster. 


So, concluding Mr. Nixon's 


efforts succeed even half as well 
as he anticipates, organized 
labor and George Meany have 
boxed themselves into an un- 
tenable situation. It appears he 
no longer has anything to gain 
by maintaining that if it's not 
good for labor, it's no good at all. 


Reason — the public and rank- 


and-file labor is more and more 
in sympathy with Nixon's at- 
tempts to stifle inflation. If 
Meany continues trying to 
isolate his 14 million members 
from the rest of the nation— he 
may find himself losing that 
flock to a wiser leader. 


Campaign Expense Problem—Debate /s On

The Democrats are jubilant 


over their bill which, simply 
stated, guarantees them money 
for 
presidential 
campaigns 


roughly equal to what the 
Republicans 
spend, 
perhaps 


greater than the Republicans 
spend; and in any case, puts a 
ceiling on what the Republicans 
will spend. 


The idea is to redress a 


Democratic 
disadvantage, 


namely 
smaller 
cash 
con- 


tributions. 
The 
Democratic 


advantage is: organized labor 
unions, and of course lop-sided 
Democratic registration, which 
advantages Republicans strive 
to overcome, mostly without 
success, 
by 
making 
extra" 


financial sacrifices. 


The Senate bill is pretty rank, 


and the President ought to veto 
it. So then where are we; on the 
whole 
matter 
of campaign 


expenses? Which means, as a 
general matter, mostly the 
expenses of television and radio. 


Everyone having agreed that 


something should be done to 
regulate the use of television 
during political campaigns, the 
debate is on. The approaches, as 
they affect the politicians, are 
roughly of two schools. The first 
calls not for limiting the total 
amount 
spent 
during 
any 


campaign, but the total amount 
spendable by any single in- 


dividual. Under this formula, it 
is abstractly possible in any 
single presidential campaign to 
spend 
one 
hundred 
billion 


dollars, assuming every voter 
begged, borrowed, or stole the 
maximum 
permitted 
(under 


Senator Hugh Scott's old plan) 
of $15,000. 


In other words, Scott's bill 


reduces to one point essentially: 
rich people may not contribute 
as much money as some rich 
people have contributed in the 
past. Moreover, .the Scott bill 
forbids anyone running for 
president from spending more 
than 50,000 of his own dollars. I 
ask you, where would 
the 


Rockefeller campaigns of the 
past have got to with so little 
Rockefeller money? Where they 
deserved? An interesting point. 
And Jack Kennedy? His family 
spent a lot more than 50 grand in 
the early days. 


The 
alternative 
(Con- 


gressman 
Gerald 
Ford) 


formula is based on fixing total 
permissible figures for par- 
ticular contests based on the 
number of registered voters: 20 
cents a piece if you are running 
for President, 25 cents for the 
Senate, 30 cents for the House. 


The Ford Plan seems to be 


saying that Congress should 
decide how much should be 
spent on a campaign, never 
mind that a particular candidate 


(let us imagine) so excites his 
backers at a particular point 
that they pour in the money. 
Under the Ford Plan, Messrs. 
Moneybags could presumably 
continue to make up for the 
delinquency of other voters by 
enormous 
personal 
con- 


tributions, just so they didn't 
end up contributing more than 
the candidate is permitted to 
spend. 


Then there are two schools of 


thought affecting the" broad- 
casters. The first 
(Scott's) 


acknowledges that the broad- 
casters should be paid for the 
use of their facilities. The 
second (Ford's) would require 
the broadcasters to put up free 
time during a period just before 
election—five half-hours for 
presidential candidates, three 
for Senate, two for the House, 
during the 35-day period before 
the general election. 


There is general agreement 


that major presidential can- 
didates 
should 
be 
given 


coverage without—as is the case 
under 
the existing 
fairness 


doctrine—requiring 
that 
the 


vegetarian candidate be given 
equal 
time. 
Add 
to 
this 


unanimity on the matter of 
reporting the sources of con- 
tributions, plus a number of 
schemes aimed at shortening 
the period during which the 


primary and election campaigns 
take place; and that is what the 
arguments are all about. 


The 
Scott 
formula 
is 


preferable, though it has a 
weakness. It is a risky business 
to put arbitrary limits on the 
amount of money that can be 
spent 
during 
a 
particular 


campaign. It is done of course in 
England quite routinely (Prime 
Minister Heath spent less than 
$3,000 on his own re-election, but 
Heath 
was 
elected 
prime 


minister by his party, not by the 
voters). A contribution to a 
political candidate is a way of 
exercising one's freedom to 
speak, and I can conceive of 
times 
of 
great 
national 


division—for instance the great 
debates of 1968 or 1939-1941— 
when 
the 
citizen feels 
so 


strongly about an issue of 
national policy that he desires to 
make a special sacrifice in order 
to make possible the widest 
circulation of his point of view. 
Since in such situations the point 
of view is wedded to the can- 
didacy of a particular human 
being, 
running 
for 
the 


Presidency, and, down the line, 
for the Senate arid the House, 
one wonders at the wisdom, let 
alone the constitutionality, of 
saying that a candidate cannot 
spend all the money that is sent 
him. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Nixon Fills 'er Up For Petroleum Potentates 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — A secret 


Senate study charges that 
President Nixon is sabotaging 
his own Phase II economic goals 
by his favoritism to the oil 
moguls. 


The blistering study, entitled 


"Phase 
II 
and 
the Ad- 


ministration's Oil Policies," was 
prepared by Sen. William 
Proxmire's staff in preparation 
for hearings in January. 


In terse prose, it details why 


motorists are scalped an extra 5 
cents a gallon at the pump and 
why service station operators 
are caught in a 
financial 


squeeze. 


The beneficiaries are the 


same petroleum potentates who 
fill-'er-up for Nixon whenever he 
needs campaign contributions. 


"The Administration's oil 


policies are working against the 
goals of Phase II," declares the 
report. It cites the oil import 
quotas, which force the con- 
sumers to pay an additional, 
unwarranted $1.50 a barrel for 
imported oil. 


The quotas "can be changed 


or abolished with a stroke of the 
President's pen," points out the 
study. Here are other highlights 
from the secret document: 


Oil. BENEFITS 


"The major oil companies 


receive biiiions of dollars of 
subsidies from the oil import 
quota program, which they then 
use to pay the federal govern- 
ment high bonuses for the right 
to drill on federal 
off-shore 


lands." 


— "The major oil companies 


are using their gigantic tax free 
cash flow to buy into other in- 
dustries, particularly competing 
energy 
industries 
and 


petrochemicals. This . . . 
probably violates our antitrust 
laws, although the Justice 
Department has failed to act." 


— Although a Senate in- 


vestigation has shown that both 
cut-rate and brand-name gas 
are basically the same, the 
brand-name firms are gradually 
grinding 
out 
the 
cut-rate 


companies with White House 
assistance. "The major oil 
companies have enormous tax 
advantages. . . "states the 
study. 


— "In order to maintain the 


traditional 2 cents to 5 cents a 
gallon difference between the 
majors' and the independents' 
price of gasoline, the in- 
dependents must maintain the 
present benefits they get from 
the oil import quota program." 


— "The fact that the major oil 


companies control the pipelines 
severely limits the ability of 
other companies to transport 
their oil," the Proxmire papers 
charge."The Justice Depart- 
ment has failed to act and ap- 
parently will permit the same 
apparent violation of the anti- 
trust laws to occur in the 
ownership of the trans-Alaska 
pipeline." 


— "While the ordinary tax- 


payer pays around 20 per cent of 
his wages in taxes, the rich oil 
companies "paid an average of 
8.7 per cent of their income in 
taxes in 1970," says the study. 


$2 BILLION SAVING? 


The 
study 
recommends 


tightening the screws on the oil 
firms enough to "save 
the 


American taxpayer over $2 
billion in lost revenue." Some 
reformers are so disgusted with 
the greed of the oil barons, it 
adds, that they argue "we ought 
not give the oil industry any tax 
subsidies." 


Footnote: The oil industry's 


champion on Capitol Hill is 
Senate 
Finance Chairman 


Russell Long, son of the late 
Kingfish, heir of the Long 
political dynasty of Louisiana, 
and partner in a number of oil 
wells. At a secret session of his 
committee, he greased through 
a measure which would give Big 
Oil, 
alone among U. S. in- 


dustries, a 7 per cent tax in- 
vestment loophole in the new tax 
measure. Oil rigs built here and 
used overseas would qualify for 
the tax credit. The Senate, 
whose distinguished inhabitants 
have also been suckled by the 
big oil contributors, voted 58-38 
for Long's latest oil loophole.

WASHINGTON (A P)— The 
National Education Association 
said today that school teachers 
are younger, better educated, 
work harder but are shunning 
formal organizations like the 
PTA. 
These trends were uncovered 
in a survey the NEA takes every 
five years among a selected 
cross-section of the elementary- 
secondary teaching profession. 
A G4-itein questionnaire sent 
to 1,819 public school teachers 
drew 1,543 responses. 
The median age of all teachers 
is now 35 years as compared 
with 40.9 in 1961, the report said. 
The age of women teachers 
contributes most to the decline. 
It’s dropped from 45.5 in 1961 to 
37 in 1971.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov.

Council 
for 
Higher 
Education has spelled out 
criteria for the * switch that 
would leave most state colleges 
with their current titles. 
To 
quality 
as 
a 
state 
university, the council says, the 
institution must offer graduate 
work “at the doctoral level in 
three distinct academic areas.” 
But Glenn Dumke, state 
colleges chancellor, says all but 
the newest schools qualify 
because 
they 
m eet 
the 
traditional test of being a group 
of schools — in liberal arts, 
science 
and 
business 
for 
example — on one campus. 
Reagan said the schools 
deserve the title because of 
teaching excellence. 
“The fact is, the greatness 
they have achieved and the 
prestige they have earned is due 
in large part to the continued 
emphasis they have placed on 
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their vital classroom teaching 
role,” he said in a prepared 
statement. 
Final legislative passage of 
the bill by Assemblyman E. 
Richard Barnes, R-San Diego, 
came after intensive pro-and- 
con lobbying, with spokesmen 
for the University of California 
arguing the state already has a 
university and the new names 
would create confusion. 
The bill was first introduced in 
1969 but failed to win final ap­ 
proval. 
Both Reagan and Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti — who 
defended 
the 
bill 
on 
the 
Assembly floor — argued the 
m easure won’t change the 
function of the colleges. Op­ 
ponents had voiced fears that 
there would be less teaching and 
more research because of the 
switch.

Yankee money has built up the 
economy of our neighbor, but 
Mexico is full of anomalies—and 
poverty.

MEXICO 
CITY 
(AP)— 


President Luis Echeverria, 
entering his second year as 
leader of the Mexican people, is 
beset on all sides by problems so 
huge 
they 
forecast 
basic 


structural changes in every 
phase of life. 


Many of the problems the 49- 


year-old president faces are 
natural 
in 
any 
rapidly 


developing 
nation. 
Some, 


especially Mexican, are giving 
him the most trouble. 


If 
Echeverria 
can 
find 


solutions to even half those 
problems before his six-year 
term ends he will become one of 
the greatest leaders in Mexican 
history. Otherwise his coun- 
trymen will write him off as 
another politician who made a 
lot of fancy talk. 


The problems enter all phases 


of Mexican life. They include 
high unemployment and a 
widening gap between the 


wealth of few and the poverty of 
many, as well as corruption, 
fear and oppression. 


The president, who finishes 


his first year Tuesday, brought 
some of his difficulties on 
himself 
by 
facing 
things 


previous presidents ignored or 
fostered. 
He has created 


enemies within his own party 
and increased distrust from 
extremists while moving the 
Mexican government steadily to 
the left of center. 


As many see it, the president 


has a solid foundation on which 
to stand while he tries to push 
Mexico toward the social, 
political and economic balance 


he seeks. For almost half a 
century this foundation has 
made Mexico look like a stable 
growing beacon for the under- 
developed world. The growth of 
its gross national product over 
the past four decades has been 
surpassed by only two or three 
nations in the world. For 15 
consecutive years that rate of 
increase has been at least 6 per 
cent. Last yeear it topped 7 per 
cent for the second time. 


U.S. investment has poured 


into the county. The Bank of 
Mexico estimates there is $2.04 
billion in direct, private U.S.

Millions more cross the 2,013- 
mile border each year to 
sample the taste and culture of 
Mexico. 


First-time tourists are sur- 


prised to find Mexico City a 
metropolis of almost eight 
million people. They see hun- 
dreds of thousands of cars 
jamming the capital's wide 
boulevards and narrow 17th 
century streets. They sleep in 
luxurious hotels and dine in 
restaurants which can hold their 
own with almost any in the 
world.

creating an upper-class erne, 
Mexico did less for those on the 
bottom of the pile than many 
other major Latin-American 
countries. 
To force a redistribution of tne 


country's resources, Echeverria 
has started measures the 
business community views as 
overly drastic. He reworked the 
tax law to increase revenue 
from 
corporations, 
pushed 


through a 10 per cent luxury tax, 
started taxing all capital gains, 
reduced depreciation writeoffs 
and put more teeth in laws 
governing personal income tax.

The gap between rich and poor 


has become a major disaster in 
the 
Mexican 
economy. 


Echeverria is dedicating much 
of his energy and efforts to this 
problem. And these efforts are 
creating problems for him 
among those who have con- 
trolled the nation's wealth. 


As Mexico emphasized its 


industrial growth the govern- 
ment gave special advantage to 
the captains of commerce. Low 
taxes, protectionism, low wages 
and tame unions produced high 
profits and heavy investment.

Meany May Have Goofed 


Curious Ferment In Canada 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN

President Nixon’s new economic policy appears to have had 
the effect in Canada of reviving old grievances and developing new 
ones. Many Canadians think the current deterioration in U. S.- 
Canadian relations is dangerous to both sides because it adds to 
already serious resentments. 


Some say it is dangerous to both Canadians and Americans 
because Washington’s policies can complicate Canada’s internal 
affairs, including the problems revolving about separatist sen­ 
tim ent in French-speaking areas of Canada. In this, they speculate, 
circum stances could evolve that eventually could create some 
king-size headaches. 


P eter C. Newman, editor of M aclean’s magazine and a 
spokesman for “ m oderate nationalists,” calls the Nixon policy 
“ the best thing that has happened to Canadian nationalism in 
years.” The Committee for an Independent Canada, of which he is 
a m em ber, seems to have got a hefty push from resentm ent of U. S. 
policy, because some here detect in the policy a suggestion that 
Canadians must pay an economic price for political independence. 


However, m oderate nationalists worry that nationalism may 
have gotten more of a push than it needed. That is, the new 
deterioration of relations could add to a stockpile of ammunition for 
a currently small minority of vocal anti-American elements. In the 
long run they could use such ammunition to give nationalism a 
sharp, radical twist. 


Canada’s younger generation reflects resentm ent of U. S. 
policy as Vietnam m akes it appear to youngsters in Canada. It is 
now the more disturbed because of what it calls “ super-power 
roulette” exemplified by nuclear tests such as the recent un­ 
derground one on Amchitka Island. This was roundly damned in 
advance by Canada’s Parliam ent and through public protests. It is 
becoming clear that the Nixon policy has acted as 
a sort of 
catalytic agent producing a curious ferment. 


Traditionally, Canada’s Conservative party, has had a 
nationalist outlook. The Liberal party has tended to be con- 
tinentalist, a free-trade party. Now, in one sense, politics seems to 
be starting a turnabout: Liberals moving closer to the nationalist 
viewpoint and Conservatives leaning toward continentalism. 


It seems likely in any case that Canada, faces one of the most 
critical periods in 104 years of nationhood. Prim e Minister Trudeau 
is likely to call a federal election by June. Some analysts think his 
Liberals are heading into difficulty, in part stemming from wor­ 
sening relations with Washington.

economic plans are showing 
signs of working. Admittedly, 
there is nothing yet to warrant 
enthusiastic celebrations. But

Secretary John Connally said 
about 
P hase 
II, 
the 
Ad­ 
ministration is “confident that it 
will succeed.” 
Connally, in a press interview, 
detailed some of the indicators 
which 
have 
buoyed 
Ad­ 
ministration 
encouragement: 
The Consumer Price Index 
rose only .1 per cent in October. 
The smallest gain since April, 
1967. 
The Gross National Product 
deflator measure of inflation 
dropped from a first-quarter 
high of 5.2 per cent annual rate 
to three per cent. 
The unemployment rate in 


October dropped from 6.1 to 5.8 
per cent. Still too high — but the 
number of employed has grown 
by 600,000 since August. 
M arketing 
surveys 
show 
consumer confidence is rising. 
Automobiles sales recorded 
all-time highs. More than a 
million new cars were sold 
during October. 


And there is still much to be 
done. 
As yet, the President has not 
made 
good 
on 
his 
original 
prom ise to reduce 
federal 
employe strength of five per 
cent. During the last three- 
months, the total of government 
workers has increased. 
W ith 
projected 
reduction 
figures available from agency 
heads, only 1.3 per cent of the 
employes will be let go by June 
30, 1972, the President’s target 
date. This is some 94,000 persons 
short of his directive. 
The Pay Board’s recent ruling 
to allow a 16 per cent pay raise 


to coal w orkers reflects a 
serious setback to that body’s 
reliability. 
Many more such 
decisions may force Nixon to 
reev alu ate the b o a rd ’s ef­ 
fectiveness. 
But these problems can be 
worked out. Nixon is aw are they 
exist and is cagey enough to 
head off possible disaster. 


So, concluding Mr. Nixon’s 
efforts succeed even half as well 
as he anticipates, 
organized 
labor and George Meany have 
boxed themselves into an un­ 
tenable situation. It appears he 
no longer has anything to gain 
by maintaining that if it’s not 
good for labor, it’s no good at all. 
Reason — the public and rank- 
and-file labor is more and more 
in sympathy with Nixon’s at­ 
tem pts to stifle inflation. If 
M eany continues trying to 
isolate his 14 million members 
from the rest of the nation— he 
may find himself losing that 
flock to a wiser leader.

Campaign Expense Problem— Debate Is On

The Democrats are jubilant 
over their bill which, simply 
stated, guarantees them money 
for 
presidential 
campaigns 
roughly 
equal 
to 
what 
the 
Republicans 
spend, 
perhaps 
greater than the Republicans 
spend; and in any case, puts a 
ceiling on what the Republicans 
will spend. 
The idea is to redress a 
Democratic 
disadvantage, 
namely 
sm aller 
cash 
con­ 
tributions. 
The 
Democratic 
advantage is: organized labor 
unions, and of course lop-sided 
Democratic registration, which 
advantages Republicans strive 
to overcome, mostly without 
success, 
by 
making 
extra 
financial sacrifices. 
The Senate bill is pretty rank, 
and the President ought to veto 
it. So then where are we; on the 
whole 
m atter 
of 
campaign 
expenses? Which means, as a 
general 
m atter, 
mostly 
the 
expenses of television and radio. 
Everyone having agreed that 
something should be done to 
regulate the use of television 
during political campaigns, the 
debate is on. The approaches, as 
they affect the politicians, are 
roughly of two schools. The first 
calls not for limiting the total 
amount 
spent 
during 
any 
campaign, but the total amount 
spendable by any single in­ 


dividual. Under this formula, it 
is abstractly possible in any 
single presidential campaign to 
spend 
one 
hundred 
billion 
dollars, assuming every voter 
begged, borrowed, or stole the 
maximum 
permitted 
(under 
Senator Hugh Scott’s old plan) 
of $15,000. 
In other words, Scott’s bill 
reduces to one point essentially: 
rich people may not contribute 
as much money as some rich 
people have contributed in the 
past. Moreover, the Scott bill 
forbids 
anyone 
running 
for 
president from spending more 
than 50,000 of his own dollars. I 
ask 
you, 
where 
would 
the 
Rockefeller campaigns of the 
past have got to with so little 
Rockefeller money? Where they 
deserved? An interesting point. 
And Jack Kennedy? His family 
spent a lot more than 50 grand in 
the early days. 
The 
altern a tiv e 
(Con­ 
g ressm an 
G erald 
Ford) 
formula is based on fixing total 
permissible figures for 
par­ 
ticular contests based on the 
number of registered voters: 20 
cents a piece if you are running 
for President, 25 cents for the 
Senate, 30 cents for the House. 
The Ford Plan seems to be 
saying that Congress should 
decide how much should be 
spent on a campaign, never 
mind that a particular candidate 


(let us imagine) so excites his 
backers at a particular point 
that they pour in the money. 
Under the Ford Plan, Messrs. 
Moneybags could presumably 
continue to make up for the 
delinquency of other voters by 
enormous 
personal 
con­ 
tributions, just so they didn’t 
end up contributing more than 
the candidate is permitted to 
spend. 


Then there are two schools of 
thought affecting the broad­ 
casters. 
The 
first 
(Scott’s) 
acknowledges that the broad­ 
casters should be paid for the 
use of their facilities. The 
second (Ford’s) would require 
the broadcasters to put up free 
time during a period just before 
election—five half-hours for 
presidential candidates, three 
for Senate, two for the House, 
during the 35-day period before 
the general election. 


There is general agreement 
that m ajor presidential can­ 
didates 
should 
be 
given 
coverage without—as is the case 
under 
the 
existing 
fairness 
doctrine—requiring 
that 
the 
vegetarian candidate be given 
equal 
time. 
Add 
to 
this 
unanimity on the m atter of 
reporting the sources of con­ 
tributions, plus a number of 
schemes aimed at shortening 
the period during which the 


prim ary and election campaigns 
take place; and that is what the 
argum ents are all about. 


The 
Scott 
formula 
is 
preferable, 
though it has a 
weakness. It is a risky business 
to put arbitrary limits on the 
amount of money that can be 
spent 
during 
a 
particular 
campaign. It is done of course in 
England quite routinely (Prim e 
Minister Heath spent less than 
$3,000 on his own re-election, but 
Heath 
was 
elected 
prime 
m inister by his party, not by the 
voters). A contribution to a 
political candidate is a way of 
exercising 
one’s 
freedom 
to 
speak, and I can conceive of 
times 
of 
great 
national 
division—for instance the great 
debates of 1968 or 11939-1941— 
when 
the 
citizen 
feels 
so 
strongly about an issue of 
national policy that he desires to 
make a special sacrifice in order 
to make possible the widest 
circulation of his point of view. 
Since in such situations the point 
of view is wedded to the can­ 
didacy of a particular human 
being, 
running 
for 
the 
Presidency, and, down the line, 
for the Senate and the House, 
one wonders at the wisdom, let 
alone the constitutionality, of 
saying that a candidate cannot 
spend all the money that is sent 
him. 
Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Nixon Fills ’er Up For Petroleum Potentates

WASHINGTON — A secret 
Senate study charg es th at 
President Nixon is sabotaging 
his own Phase II economic goals 
by his favoritism to the oil 
moguls. 
The blistering study, entitled 
“ P h ase 
II 
and 
the 
Ad­ 
ministration’s Oil Policies,” was 
prep ared 
by 
Sen. 
W illiam 
Proxm ire’s staff in preparation 
for hearings in January. 
In terse prose, it details why 
motorists are scalped an extra 5 
cents a gallon at the pump and 
why service station operators 
are caught 
in 
a 
financial 
squeeze. 
The b eneficiaries are the 
sam e petroleum potentates who 
fill-’er-up for Nixon whenever he 
needs campaign contributions. 
“ The A d m inistration’s oil 
policies are working against the 
goals of Phase II,” declares the 
report. It cites the oil import 
quotas, which force the con­ 
sumers to pay an additional, 
unwarranted $1.50 a barrel for 
imported oil. 
The quotas “ can be changed 
or abolished with a stroke of the 
President’s pen,” points out the 
study. Here are other highlights 
from the secret document: 


OIL BENEFITS 
“The m ajor oil companies 
receive billions of dollars of 
subsidies from the oil import 
quota program, which they then 
use to pay the federal govern­ 
ment high bonuses for the right 
to drill on federal off-shore 
lands.” 


— “The m ajor oil companies 
are using their gigantic tax free 
cash flow to buy into other in­ 
dustries, particularly competing 
energy 
industries 
and 
petrochem icals. This . 
. . 
probably violates our antitrust 
law s, although the Ju stice 
Department has failed to act.” 
— Although a 
Senate 
in­ 
vestigation has shown that both 
cut-rate and brand-name gas 
are basically the same, the 
brand-name firm s are gradually 
grinding 
out 
the 
cu t-rate 
companies with White House 
assistan ce. “ The m ajor oil 
companies have enormous tax 
advantages. . 
. 
’’states 
the 
study. 
— “ In order to maintain the 
traditional 2 cents to 5 cents a 
gallon difference between the 
m ajors’ and the independents’ 
price 
of gasoline, 
the 
in­ 
dependents must maintain the 
present benefits they get from 
the oil import quota program .” 
— “The fact that the major oil 
companies control the pipelines 
severely limits the ability of 
other companies to transport 
their oil,” the Proxm ire papers 
c h a rg e .“ The Ju stice D ep art­ 
ment has failed to act and ap­ 
parently will permit the same 
apparent violation of the anti­ 
trust laws to occur in the 
ownership of the trans-Alaska 
pipeline.” 
— “While the ordinary tax­ 
payer pays around 20 per cent of 
his wages in taxes, the rich oil 
companies “paid an average of 
8.7 per cent of their income in 
taxes in 1970,” says the study. 


$2 BILLION SAVING? 
The 
study 
recom m ends 
tightening the screws on the oil 
firms enough 
to 
“ save 
the 
A m erican tax p ay er over $2 
billion in lost revenue.” Some 
reformers are so disgusted with 
the greed of the oil barons, it 
adds, that they argue “we ought 
not give the oil industry any tax 
subsidies.” 


Footnote: The oil industry’s 
champion on Capitol Hill is 
Senate 
F inance 
C hairm an 
Russell Long, son of the late 
Kingfish, heir of the Long 
political dynasty of Louisiana, 
and partner in a num ber of oil 
wells. At a secret session of his 
committee, he greased through 
a m easure which would give Big 
Oil, alone among U. S. 
in­ 
dustries, a 7 per cent tax in­ 
vestment loophole in the new tax 
measure. Oil rigs built here and 
used overseas would qualify for 
the tax credit. 
The Senate, 
whose distinguished inhabitants 
have also been suckled by the 
big oil contributors, voted 58-38 
for Long’s latest oil loophole. 


ARMY CRACKDOWN 
Throughout the Army, the old 
standards of spit and polish have 
been ignored by GIs. Now, on 
orders from 
Gen. 
W illiam 
Westmoreland, the Army chief, 
commanders all over the U. S. 
have begun a crackdown on 
everything from long hair to 
criminal conduct. 
U nfortunately, m any com ­ 
m anders have failed to make a 


clear distinction between real 
crim e and minor expressions of 
GI individuality. For example, 
the First Army’s Maj. Gen. R. 
G. Cicolella has issued a “Guide 
for Command Actions” which 
lumps together all offenses from 
haircuts to holdups. 
Cicolella’s Five Phase plans to 
“ im prove 
and 
m aintain 
discipline and appearance of 
troops,” in large part makes 
good sense. But it proposes such 
vague 
schem es 
as 
“ p h o to g ra p h in g 
u n k em p t 
p ersonnel,” rem oving com ­ 
m anders for unspecified failures 
and holding more courts m ar­ 
tial. 
“We cannot afford to have 
crim inals roaming free in our 
units,” warns Cicolella, without 
saying whether he means men 
with unpolished boots or rapers 
of WACs. Some military of­ 
ficers, bent for overly-zealous 
action, might use the Guide as a 
passbook for m ass discipline. 
Similarly sweeping standards 
i n v i t i n g 
i n d i s c r i m i n a t e 
discipline have been adopted by 
other 
com m ands. 
In 
San 
F ra n c isc o ’s 
P residio, 
for 
example, Col. John Fellows has 
circulated a memo calling for a 
vague drive to 
“ purify our 
military com munity.” 
The Air Force, too, is putting 
new stress on discipline. At 
Travis Air Force Base, Calif., 
for instance, Brig. Gen. Ralph S. 
Saunders 
began 
a 
recent 
m essage 
w ith 
the 
solem n 
ultimatum: 
“ Law and order will prevail 
throughout this 
installation.”

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Mexico's 
President 
Faces 
Hard Task 


EDITOR’S NOTE—South of the 
border there’s a saying: “Poor 
Mexico—so far from God and so 
near 
the 
United 
S tates!” 
Yankee money has built up the 
economy of our neighbor, but 
Mexico is full of anomalies—and 
poverty.

MEXICO 
CITY 
(A P)— 
President Luis Echeverría, 
entering his second year as 
leader of the Mexican people, is 
beset on all sides by problems so 
huge 
they 
forecast 
basic 
structural changes in every 
phase of life. 


Many of the problems the 49- 
year-old president faces are 
natural 
in 
any 
rapidly 
developing 
nation. 
Some, 
especially Mexican, are giving 
him the most trouble. 
If 
Echeverría 
can 
find 
solutions to even half those 
problems before his six-year 
term ends he will become one of 
the greatest leaders in Mexican 
history. Otherwise his coun­ 
trymen will write him off as 
another politician who made a 
lot of fancy talk. 
The problems enter all phases 
of Mexican life. They include 
high unemployment and a 
widening gap between the 


wealth of few and the poverty of 
many, as well as corruption, 
fear and oppression. 
The president, who finishes 
his first year Tuesday, brought 
some of his difficulties on 
himself 
by 
facing 
things 
previous presidents ignored or 
fostered. 
He 
has 
created 
enemies within his own party 
and increased distrust from 
extremists while moving the 
Mexican government steadily to 
the left of center. 
As many see it, the president 
has a solid foundation on which 
to stand while he tries to push 
Mexico toward the social, 
political and economic balance 


he seeks. For almost half a 
century this foundation has 
made Mexico look like a stable 
growing beacon for the under­ 
developed world. The growth of 
its gross national product over 
the past four decades has been 
surpassed by only two or three 
nations in the world. For 15 
consecutive years that rate of 
increase has been at least 6 per 
cent. Last yeear it topped 7 per 
cent for the second time. 
U.S. investment has poured 
into the county. The Bank of 
Mexico estimates there is $2.04 
billion in direct, private U.S. 
investment in Mexico. The U.S. 
Em bassy 
believes 
75,000 


Americans live in the country. 
Millions more cross the 2,013- 
mile border each year to 
sample the taste and culture of 
Mexico. 
First-time tourists are sur­ 
prised to find Mexico City a 
metropolis of alm ost eight 
million people. They see hun­ 
dreds of thousands of cars 
jamming the capital’s wide 
boulevards and narrow 17th 
century streets. They sleep in 
luxurious hotels and dine in 
restaurants which can hold their 
own with almost any in the 
world. 
But there is a different 
Mexico, where poverty is a way 


of life. It is a Mexico where 40 
per cent of the homes have one 
room. 
The gap between rich and poor 
has become a major disaster in 
the 
Mexican 
economy. 
Echeverría is dedicating much 
of his energy and efforts to this 
problem. And these efforts are 
creating problems for him 
among those who have con­ 
trolled the nation’s wealth. 
As Mexico emphasized its 
industrial growth the govern­ 
ment gave special advantage to 
the captains of commerce. Low 
taxes, protectionism, low wages 
and tame unions produced high 
profits and heavy investment. 


While holding the door open 
for 
business, 
and 
thereby 
creating an upper-class elite, 
Mexico did less for those on the 
bottom of the pile than many 
other m ajor Latin-A m erican 
countries. 
To force a redistribution of the 
country’s resources, Echeverria 
has started 
m easures 
the 
business community views as 
overly drastic. He reworked the 
tax law to increase revenue 
from 
corporations, 
pushed 
through a 10 per cent luxury tax, 
started taxing all capital gains, 
reduced depreciation writeoffs 
and put more teeth in laws 
governing personal income tax.

A stewardess from a Trans 


World Airlines jetliner hijacked 
to Cuba says one of the three 
men who commandeered the 
plane admitted killing a New 
Mexico state trooper. 


'"The smallest one, his name 


was Michael but had been 
changed to the African name 
Mahcha, said he killed the of- 
ficer," stewardess Ann Harrell 
said after she and five other 
crew members of the Boeing 727 
returned to Miami from Havana 
Sunday. 


The FBI identified the three 


black hijackers as the same trio 
charged with gunning down 
trooper Robert Rosenbloom 
when he made a routine stop of 
their vehicle Nov. 8 near 
Albuquerque, N. M. 


The FBI identified them as 


Michael R. Finney, 20, of San 
Francisco and Berkeley; Ralph 
L. Goodwin, 24, of Berkeley; and 
Charles Hill, 21, no hometown. 


The pilot of the hijacked flight, 


Capt. John McGhee, said he 
feared "someone was going to 


die" when the three young men 
stormed aboard the plane as it 
was boarding passengers at 
Albuquerque early Saturday. 


"These men boarded in a 


violent, agitated manner and 
were obviously ready to commit 
murder," McGhee said after 
bringing the plane back from an 
overnight sta> at Havana. 


Once the plane was airborne 


from Albuquerque, stewardess 
Betty Canbre said, she lied at 
knifepoint to convince "their 
leader 
that 
this 
airplane 


couldn't fly all the way to 
Africa." 


She said she told him she'd 


been to Cuba twice and knew 
hijackers would be treated 
nicely by the island's Com- 
munist regime. 


"I lied," she admitted. 
McGhee said he then con- 


vinced the hijackers that he 
needed a refueling stop. After 
the fugitives refused to let him 
fly to Atlanta or Miami, the 
plane landed at Tampa, Fla., 
where the 43 passengers were 
allowed to deplane. 


A Federal 
Aviation Ad- 


ministration spokesman said 
Cuban officials informed the 
FAA that the trio was taken into 
custody and disarmed of two 
guns and a knife when the jet 
landed in Havana. 


In the Pacific Northwest, an 


intensive search continued 
Sunday for a man who hijacked 
a Northwest Airlines 727 last 
Wednesday and then bailed out 
•rith $200,000 in ransom money. 


But officials would not say 


whether the search would be 
resumed today. 


The airline had delivered four 


parachutes and the money to the 
hijacker in Seattle after he 
commandeered 
the aircraft 


between Portland and Seattle. 
The 36 other passengers and two 
of the six-member crew were 
permitted to leave the plane at 
Seattle. 


He apparently bailed out over 


the Woodland, Wash., area as 
the plane made a slow, low-level 
flight — at his command— from 
Seattle to Reno, Nev., en route to 
Mexico.

TWA Stewardess Says Hijacker 
Admitted Killing State Trooper

ficer,” stewardess Ann Harrell 
said after she and five other 
crew mem bers of the Boeing 727 
returned to Miami from Havana 
Sunday. 
The FBI identified the three 
black hijackers as the same trio 
charged with 
gunning 
down 
trooper R obert Rosenbloom 
when he made a routine stop of 
their vehicle Nov. 
8 near 
Albuquerque, N. M. 
The FBI identified them as 
Michael R. Finney, 20, of San 
Francisco and Berkeley; Ralph 
L. Goodwin, 24, of Berkeley ; and 
Charles Hill, 21, no hometown. 
The pilot of the hijacked flight, 
Capt. John McGhee, said he 
feared “ someone was going to 


die” when the three young men 
stormed aboard the plane as it 
was boarding passengers at 
Albuquerque early 
Saturday. 
“These men boarded in a 
violent, agitated manner and 
were obviously ready to commit 
m urder,” McGhee said after 
bringing the plane back from an 
overnight stay at Havana. 
Once the plane was airborne 
from Albuquerque, stewardess 
Betty Canbre said, she lied at 
knifepoint to convince “ their 
leader 
that 
this 
airplane 
couldn’t fly all the way to 
Africa.” 
She said she told him she’d 
been to Cuba twice and knew 
h ijackers would be treated 
nicely by the island’s Com­ 
munist regime. 
“I lied,” she admitted. 
McGhee said he then con­ 
vinced the hijackers that he 
needed a refueling stop. After 
the fugitives refused to let him 
fly to Atlanta or Miami, the 
plane landed at Tampa, Fla., 
where the 43 passengers were 
allowed to deplane.

Cuban officials informed the 
FAA that the trio was taken into 
custody and disarm ed of two 
guns and a knife when the jet 
landed in Havana. 
In the Pacific Northwest, an

Sunday for a man who hijacked 
a Northwest Airlines 727 last 
Wednesday and then bailed out 
with $200,000 in ransom money. 
But officials would not say 
whether the search would be 
resumed today. 
The airline had delivered four 
parachutes and the money to the 
hijacker in Seattle after he 
com m andeered the a irc ra ft 
between Portland and Seattle. 
The 38 other passengers and two 
of the six-member crew were 
perm itted to leave the plane at 
Seattle.

Most teen-age girls strive to 


be fully informed on what it 
takes to make favorable im- 
pressions on boys. They talk the 
subject over with their girl 
friends, and they read stacks of 
material which tells them how to 
become more attractive. After 
15 or 16, most girls start dating 
boys and begin living out their 
own chapters of life's oldest, 
continuous story of Love and 
Romance! 


It is a different kind of story 


for boys Most ot them do not 
discover girls as enjoyable 
human beings until they are 
somewhat older than the girls. 


Then one day, boys start to see 


girls 
through 
rose-colored 


glasses — not all girls — it's 
usually just one in the beginning 
who takes on a sudden special 
meaning to a boy. He dreams 
about her, may even tell a close 
buddy how he feels, but rarely 
will he ever talk about her with 
the crowd. They would only rib 
him So boys have a lot less free 
exchange of information about 
the opposite sex and this 
prompts many questions by 
mail, since they can ask without 
personal embarrassment. Of all 
of the countless questions boys 
ask about girls, here are a few of 
the most frequent. 


Q What kind of date do girls 


prefer9 


Girls like dates planned with 


some particular activity in mind 
such as a movie, bowling, a 
school game, dance or party. If 
a boy can find out what a girl 
likes for an activity (and his 
budget can afford it) he is sure 
to please the girl by selecting 
her preference. If he doesn't 
know the girl's preference, he 
should play it safe and arrange 
for a movie, a ball game or a 
party where no special skill is 
required of the girl as in skating, 
bowling or dancing.

and some pop any girl with half 
a brain will realize he is more or 
less setting a limit, and she 
won't run the risk of em- 
barrassing the boy by ordering a 
one dollar banana split. A 
thoughtful girl usually feels 
much more at ease after a boy 
gives her some idea of what he 
wishes to spend by asking her if 
she "... would like a ham- 
burger and some pop" or 
something similar 


Q How can you tell if a girl 


expects you to kiss her on a first 
date? 


It's a safe bet that most girls 


do not want to be kissed by 
anyone on a first date. The 
comparative few who do ha^e to 
pay a penalty.

SAIGON (A P) — The U. S. 
Command announced today that 
A m erican troop strength in 
South Vietnam was reduced by 
2,600 men last week, lowering 
the total rem aining on Thursday 
to 182,400. 
This is under the Dec. 1 ceiling 
of 184 000 men set by President 
Nixon and is the lowest total of 
American troops here in six 
years. 
Nixon has announced with­ 
drawal of another 45,000 troops 
in D ecem ber and January, 
lowering the authorized ceiling 
to 139,000 men by next Feb. 1.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — He sits 
with ample belly,

casionally addressing his fellow 
revolutionists with wry 
com ­ 
ments on the nature of human 
library. 
He can be recognized from 
portraits on the old Saturday 
E vening P ost as B enjam in 
Franklin. It is an impersonation 
that Howard DaSilva performed 
in “ 1776” on Broadway for 2V2 
years and is now doing for the 
film 
version which 
Jack 
L. 
W arner 
is 
producing 
for 
Columbia. 
For DaSilva the return to 
H ollywood 
is 
esp e cia lly 
satisfying. 
It was just 20 years ago that 
his flourishing film career cam e 
to an abrupt halt when he was 
blacklisted by the industry. He 
had failed to answer questions 
from a congressional com m ittee 
about alleged 
pro-Communist 
activities. 
How did he know he was 
blacklisted? 
“When Paramount sent me a 
script that had four pages of 
dialogue 
in 
it 
for 
m e,” 
he 
recalled. The original Jud in 
“Oklahoma,” DaSilva had come 


to Hollywood for important roles 
in film s such as “Two Years 
Before the Mast,” “The Lost 
Weekend” and “Unconquered.” 
He was earning $1 750 under 
his Paramount contract and 
received star billing. With six 
weeks to go on his contract, he 
agreed to leave the lot rather 
than play the small role. 
“ S everal w eeks later my 
agent 
called 
and 
said 
that 
Paramount needed m e for one 
day’s retakes on “The Great 
Gatsby,” the actor said. “ I said 
1 would be delighted, provided 
they paid me the six weeks’ 
salary that had been coming to 
me. 
There was 
nothing 
the 
studio could do but agree.” 
D aSilva 
rem ained 
in 
Hollywood until he realized he 
could no longer earn a living 
here. 
He 
went 
through 
his 
savings and returned to New 
York. 
“ Interestingly 
enough, 
that 
was 
the 
start 
of 
the 
most 
productive period of my entire 
career,” he remarked. He began 
teaching 
drama 
to students, 
performing on readings, writing 
and directing plays. His return 
to film s with “David and Lisa,” 
in 1963 brought other offers and 
now he has his choice of film 
roles once more.

pay raise effective Jan. 1. Nixon 
has ordered that pay hikes for 
these em ployes be deferred to 
July 1 next year. 
Other provisions of the bill as 
approved by the Senate com ­ 
m ittee would: 
— Authorize consumers to sue 
for treble dam ages if they were 
charged prices which violated 
the law. 
Require Senate confirmation 
of future mem bers of the Pay 
and Price boards. 
— Exem pt from pay controls 
workers earning less than the 
poverty level — $4,000 a year for 
a fam ily of four. 
The section of the bill on 
retroactive pay was adopted 
unanimously 
by 
the 
banking 
panel. It would grant pay raises 
negotiated prior to the Aug. 15 
freeze so long as these were not 
“ unreasonably in co n sisten t” 
with the 5.5 per cent guideline 
established by the Pay Board. 
Proxm ire said “ the bill gives 
far too much power for far too 
long to a group of 22 men on the 
pay and price panels who were 
neither elected to any office or 
confirmed by the Congress.”

Legend has it that an old 
Dutchman,

Walzer, 
blasted 
the 
mine’s 
entrance 
closed in the 1870s because he 
realized he was dying and could 
never return to his treasures. 
Some 
stories 
say 
he 
left 
millions of dollars in solid gold 
bars 
which had been stolen 
earlier in the century. Others 
say he tucked Spanish treasures 
into the tunnels, or that he 
discovered solid veins of pure 
gold while carving his way into 
the Superstitions.

is 
there—if 
anything—the 
Forest 
Service 
says it has interested too many 
persons, 
and 
that 
fortune 
seekers using everything from 


bulldozers 
to 
shovels 
are 
scarring the barren mountain 
range. 
The Forest Service proposal

prohibit 
campers and 
prospectors from living in the 
area 
and 
establish 
rigid 
guidelines to control treasure 
hunters.

dersecretary of Agriculture J.

Campbell

couraged young farmers to use 
their political powers to insure 
the continuation of programs to 
safeguard 
farmers 
against 
economic uncertainties. 
In a speech prepared for the 
Fifth National Young Farm er 
Educational 
Institute 
here, 
Campbell told several hundred 
young farmers from 30 states: 
“There is a continuing need 
for strong and effective farm 
programs and no responsible 
leader of either political party 
will predict the discontinuance 
of farm programs.” 
But Campbell said necessary 
farm programs could fail to be 
enacted because of the inac­ 
tivity 
of 
som e 
agricultural 
groups. 
“Some of our friends in fields 
related 
to 
agriculture 
have 
unfortunately been sitting back 
and letting the farmer carry the 
whole load of rounding up the 
legislative backing to get farm 
programs passed. Unless these 
people wake up we could see a 
time come when there would be 
no farm program enacted,” he 
said. 
“However, as much as I would 
hate to see this happen it might 
have a salutary effect.

RENO, Nev. (A P )— Harrah’s 
Inc., owner of hotel-casinos in 
Reno and Lake Tahoe, has in­ 
creased its earnings from $62.5 
million to $84.2 million in the last 
five years and its net profits 
from $2.3 million to $4.2 million 
in the sam e period. 
The 
information 
was 
con­ 
tained in a prospectus published 
in connection with an October 
stock offering by Harrah’s of 
160,000 shares. 
The prospectus revealed the 
Reno casino has moved ahead of 
Tahoe in the sam e period in 
percentage of total earnings. In 
1967, Reno accounted for 33 per 
cent of earnings and Tahoe 43.2 
per cent. In 1971, Reno ac­ 
counted for 37.2 per cent and 
Tahoe 35.2 per cent. 


A 24-story hotel next to the 
Reno casino opened in 1969 has 
helped hotel business increase 
from .4 per cent of earnings in 
1967 to 3.2 per cent in 1971. 
Harrah’s is currently building 
another 
hotel, 
an 
18-story 
facility adjacent to the present 
hotel-casino in Tahoe. 
The company listed bad debt
